GREETS WESTON. 
Seasoned Roadster Arrives at 


Chicago Beach Hotel 
at 3:05 This 


Morning. 
NEW RECORD CLINCHED. 


Scenes at All the Towns and Vil- 
lages Along the Final 
Jaunt Are Pic- 
turesque. 


Edward Payson Weston, the seasoned 
roadster, arrived at the Chicago Beach 
hotel, Fifty-first street and the lake shore, 
at 8:05 o’clock this morning, amidst the 
shouting of hundreds of followers, afoot and 
in- automobiles, 

His arrival at the hotel, even at the dead 
hour of nigfiht, made a gala scene in which 
many of the guests were participants. The 
close of this, the next to the last lap, in his 
1,250 mile walk from Portland, Me., assured 
a victory for the 69 year old pedestriasc? over 
his own record of forty years ago. He beats 


that sensational record by nearly twenty- | 


four hours. 


2,000 Follow Him to Hotel. 

Mr. Weston crossed the state line into 
South Chicago at 1:05 O clock. From there on 
to the Chicago Beach his journey was a trt- 
umphal movement. By the time he had 
reached Fifty-first street nearly 2,000 persons 
were with him, many having trudged in from 
the steel mill district. 

The plan is for Weston to repose at the hotel 
until 8 o'clock when he will walk down town. 

That final spurt of six miles will bring him 
te the postoffice and the New Illinois Ath- 
letic clubhouse at 10 or 11 a. m. There he 
will be the honored guest at.a reception at 
noon and will be asked to make a speech if 
he is not too thoroughly out of breath. 


Gets a Cordial Greeting. 

The arrival of the veteran pedestrian in 
this vicinity was the occasion of much and 
noisy demonstration. It may be stated that 
he reached the real Chicago sone when he

Compelled to Rest at Hammond. 

Mayor Lawrence Becker received Weston 
in Hammond, and Chief of Police Fred Rein- 
bach and Capt. August Bunde commanded 
the large escort of metropolitan police re- 
quired to hold the crowd in check. 

The hero of the hour was taken to the 
Majestic hotel, in Hammond, where he sub- 
mitted unwillingly to injunctions that he 
rest a bit. He occupied most of the time 
there in eating a good evening meal of 
porterhouse steak, hashed deu potatoes, 
and stewed tomatoes. 

It was 10:18 p. m. when, in the face of a 
large concourse of people, he departed from 
Hammond, and after a comparatively un- 
eventful jog of one and three-quarter hours 
he reached the Indiana village of Forsyth, 
That was midnight, and here his companions 
tried to induce him to remain over night. 
George W. Wilcox and J. W. Breyfogle, his 
volunteer and faithful companions, who in 
their automobile have followed him and 
lighted his way and cared for him ever since 
he left Rochester, N. Y., advised this course, 
but the old walker scorned the suggestion. 

I will reach the Chicago Beach hotel be- 
fore daylight or break my legs in the effort,“ 
he said. “ I must hurry on to Chicago to beat 
my record,” he added; it is a duty I owe to 
the people of that city.’’ 


Policemen Keep Crowds Back. 

Three thousand people were present at the 
border of South Chicago to greet him just 
after 1 a. m. Capt. Charles Dorman of the 
South Chicago police station, commanding 
twenty-five policemen, kept the crowd from 
interfering with the walker's feet. A solid 
line of patrolmen marched twenty-five feet 
ahead of him, brushing the good natured 
spectators out of the roadway. At the outer 
ends of this bluecoat line two ropes were held 
which extended back to the automobile. 
These ropes formed the sides of a hollow 


‘square 6 by 25 feet in size in which the aged 


man walked. 

The big crowd was joyful. *' Marching 
Through Georgia was sung throughout the 
way in South Chicago. The old man plodded 
on, seemingly unmindful of the attention he 
was receiving, or, more properly, rather 
scornful of it as putting further difficulties 
and distractions in the way of an already 
difficult task. 


Anger Roused by a Farmer. 

The day's real start was at 11:15 o'clock a. 
m. from Chesterton, where the old man had 
previously spent five hours in bed with his 
elothes on.

He Quits the Alton for Presi- 
dency of Mexican Central. 


ROAD IN HARRIMAN HANDS, 
T. P. Shonts May Take Vacancy, with 
George Ross Active Head. 


Samuel M. Felton resigned yesterday as 
president, and diréctor of the Chicago and 
Alton and was elected president of the Mexi- 
ean Central. This paves the way for the 
amalgamation of the Alton, Iowa Central, 
and the Clover Leaf systems, which are 
owned by the same interests. It also indl- 
cates clearly that E. H. Harriman has be- 
come the dominating factor in the Mexican 
Central. 

The action took place in New York, and 
was announced late in the afternoon. Mr. 
Felton left for the east last Saturday, hav- 
ing just returned from a two weeks’ trip over 
the Mexican Central lines. The resignation 
was handed to Theodore P. Shonts, president 
of the Clover Leaf and chairman of the 
board of directors of the Alton. While no 
formal announcement has been made in Chi- 
cago, it is announced that Mr. Shonts will 
become president of the Alton and that 
George H. Ross, vice president in charge of 
traffic and personal representative of Mr. 
Shonts in Clover Leaf affairs, will have his 
jurisdiction extended over the combined sys- 
tem. Mr. Shonts will continue to reside in 
New York and retain his position with the 
Inter-Met company. 


Retirement from Alton Expected. 


The resignation of Mr. Felton did not come 
as a surprise. He owed his position on the 
Alton in part to his friendship with Mr. Har- 
riman and when the latter lost control of 
the road through the Shonts-Hawley inter- 
ests buying the stock owned. by the Rock 
Island it was a foregone conclusion that a 
radical change in the management would 
occur. The annual election was held early 
in October and at the meeting of the directors 
in New York the day following Mr. Felton 
was reélected to the position he had held for 
the last sevyeh years. It was intimated at 
the time that the Clover Leaf people were 
not in a position to announce their plans. 

The election of Mr. Felton to the presi- 
dency of the Mexican Central is of far 
gréater general importance than his resig- 
nation from the Alton. The Southern Pa- 
cific, one ef the great Harriman lines, con- 
nects’ with the Mexican Central at El Paso, 
Tex., and it is evident that Mr. Harriman 18 
not satisfied with the close traffic arrange 
ment said to exist between the two. Then, 
too, Mr. Feiton has gained an enviable rec- 
ord as an executive with constructive gbility, 
for which there is great need on the Mexi- 
can road. } 


Succeeds Eben Richards. 

In his new position Mr. Felton succeeds 
Eben Richards, who is also general counsel 
for the Mexican Central. Mr. Richards has 
held the position since the resignation of A, 
A. Robinson two years ago. The chairman 
of the board of directors is H. Clay Pierce, an 
ally of Standard Oil interests. 

After the meeting in New York it was an- 
nounced that negotiations for a consolidation 
of the Mexican Central with other Mexican 
railways would be resumed soon. 

The mileage of the Mexican Central ig 
$,156, while the Alton has but 970 miles of 
main line track. Mr. Felton's salary as pres- 
ident of the Alton has been $25,000, and it is 
understood this is to be doubled in his new 
position. While the general offices are in the 
City of Mexico, the president usually spends 
much of his time in New York. 


Probably Will Take Charge Soon. 

No anhouncement has been made as to 
when Mr. Felton will assume charge of the 
Mexican road, but it is expected he will do 
so early next month. He has taken an active 
part in Chicago affairs since coming here in

City railway, and Illinois Tunnel company. 
Mr. Felton is president of the Chiéago Golf 


club and 4 member of the Chicago elub, Chi- 


cago Athletic club, and South Shore Country 
club. He is married and has three children, 
the family home being at 528 Dearborn ave- 
nue. On his way east Mr. Felton stopped in 

nati to ves his wifé,wio went there sev. 
eral weeks ago to undergo an operation from 
which she is now convalescent. 

Mr. Felton was born at Philadelphia in Feb- 
ruary, 1853, and after graduation from the 
Boston Institute of Technology in 1868 began 
his apprenticeship in railroading as a rodman 
with asurveying corps. He rose rapidly, and 
while most of his service was in the south he 
held several executive positions on the Erie. 
He first gained public notice as a railroad 
man when he put the Queen and Crescent, 
now a part of the Southern Railway system, 
on its feet. Soon thereafter Mr. Harriman 
became interested in the Alton and Mr. 
Felton was elected president.

CZAR IS SHORN OF A TITLE 


Duma Rejects Word Autoerat“ 
T 


DEBATE PROVES STIRRING. 


Result. of Session Victory for Consitu- 
tional Democrats. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 26.~The duma 
tonight decreed that the title of autocrat, 
which hag been borne by the emperors of 
Russia for centuries, is no longer tenable 
within the Russian state and is incompatible 
with the régime inaugurated by the mani- 
festo issued by Emperor Nicholas on Oct. 30, 
| 1906. 

At the close of a great constitutional de- 


| bate the Russian parliament by a vote of 112 


to 246 rejected the word “autocrat” and 
then adopted a reply. to the address from the 
throne unanimously amid scenes of intense 
excitement, prolonged cheers, and the sing- 
ing of the national anthem. 


Victory for Milukoff’s Party. 

The result of the session is regarded as a 
fine victory for the constitutional demo- 
crats under the leadership of Prof. Paul N. 
Milukoff, who forced the octobrists’ hand. 
The final vote was taken after the demon- 
strative withdrawal of the extreme right 
social democrats, members of the group of 
toil and the Poles. 

After a stirring debate, which lasted until 
almost midnight, M. Flevokko, the deputy 
from Moscow, summed up the arguments on 
either side, and urged the leaders of the 
octobrist party to draft as judicious a com- 
promise as was possible. The house pro- 
ceeded to vote on the amendments to the re- 
ply, taking up first the word autocrat,” fol- 
lowing the rejection of which there was 4 
dramatic scene. The members of the ex- 
treme right held a hurried conclave in a 
corner of the chamber, and Count Dhorreré 
declared that the monarchists could not par- 
ticipate in a vote on an address in which the 
emperor was shorn of his rightful preroga- 
tives. Thereupon fifty of the extremists left 
the chamber. 


Adhere to Octobrist Program. 

Prof. Milukoff, on behalf of the constitu- 
tional democrats, expressed his willingness to 
accede to the omission of the specific word 
‘*sonstitution,”” the moderate members of 
the right following suit, adhering to the octo- 
brist program. The duma then took up 4 
series of minor amendments that had been 
proposed by M. Drowski of Warsaw, which 
related to the aspirations of the Poles and 
the other subordinate nationalities of the 
empire, and rejected all of these by an im- 
mense majority. Thereupon the Poles de- 
clared that they would refrain from voting. 

An amendment submitted by the members 
ot the group of toll, which passed censure on 
the emperor's coup d'état of June 16, also 
was rejected, and the representatives of this 
party, numbering three, withdrew. The so- 
cialists as a body were absent during debate. 
The remaining parties in the duma accepted 
the address unanimously. 

The galleries were packed, and the official 
boxes were filled with high civil and military 
dignitaries, including Grand Duke Nicholas 
Michaelovich. The members of the senate 
and the council of empire attended in a body.

Overstepping of Powers Charged in 
„the Lease to Griswold.

Springfield, III., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—Ous- 
ter suits against the Economy Light and 
Power company to stop the construction of 
its dam at Dresden Heights, enactment of 
laws which, shall certainly preserve the 
state's navigable streams for the people, are 
urged by Gov. Deneen in his special message 
sent to the legislature today. 

The governor sharply criticises Attorney 
General Stead’s opinion on the Griswold 
“lease.” He says practically that if Mr. 
Stead’s views are correct the development 
of the waterway may as well be abandoned 
for twenty years. 

The canal commissioners come in for a 
sharp arraignment in the alleged overstep- 
ping of their authority, and also in trading 


millions.“ On this count alone the governor 
e the courts would set aside the Griswold 


ase. 
Cites Old Law in Proof. 


The message in part says: 

“ Artiéle 4 of the ordinance for the gov- 
ernment of the northwest territory, enacted 
July 13, 1787, by congress, under the articles 
of confederation, provide that the navigable 
waters leading into the Mississippi and 8t. 
Lawrence and the carrying places between 
them shall be common highways and forever 
free, as well to the inhabitants of the Said 
territory as to the citizens of the United 
States, and those of any other states that 
may be admitted into the confederacy, with- 
out any tax, impost, or duty therefor.’ 

After citing decisions to support his con- 
tention that the act of 1787 still is in force, 
Gov. Deneen says: “ 

Now, as applied to the Desplaines river, 
has the state of IIlinois repealed the pro- 
visions of article 4 of that ordinance? 

On the contrary, the act of Feb. 23, 
1839 (laws of 1839, page 208), the state de- 
clared the Desplaines river to be naviga-, 
ble and a public highway from the point of 
its junction, With the Illinois and Michigan 
canal northward within the boundaries of 
this state. 

The act of 1839 was, furthermore, a decla- 
ration of the public policy of the state to 
maintain the navigability of. the Desplaines 
river, and a notice to all subsequent takers 
of title to lands bordering upon that stream. 

“The act of 1839 also was a legislative 
recognition of an existing state uf facts, and 
is itself competent evidence of the existence 
of these facts. (Bow vs. Allentown, 34 N. H. 


851). 
Early Laws on Subject. 


By the act of March 8, 1845, the Illinois 
legislature authorized one Stephen Forbes, 
his heira and assigns— 

To construct, build, and continue a mill 
dam across the Desplaimts river in Cook 
county. .. Provided, that this act shalt 
not operate to prevent the state from im- 
proving the said river by dams or from using 
the water of said river for the Illinois and 
Michigan canal at any time hereafter, or for 
any other purposes.’ 

It is well settled that the eourts will give 
to the acts of the legislature their intended 
practical operation as far as that is possible. 
(Bassett vs. U. S. 2 Knott & McCord, 448.) 

“The various acts cited constitute the 
highest evidence of the legal navigability of 
the Desplaines river, and that it was the 
public policy of the state to maintain that 
status with a view to the future develop- 
ment and enlargement of its actual navigable 
uses.“ 


Commissioners’ Powers Limited. 


The limit of powers of canal commissioners 
is dwelt on at length, and the various laws 
affecting the subject are enumerated in 
chronological order. The message then says: 

It will be seen from the act of 1843 that, 
as to the powers conferred upon the board of 
trustees, they were expressly made the same 
as those conferred upon the canal commis- 
sioners by the act of Jan. 9, 1886, and all acts 
supplementary and amendatory thereto. 
And the powers conferred upon the commis- 
sioners (among others the powers relating 
to the sale of lands) were defined in part by 
the act of Feb. 26, 1889, which provided as to 
sales of lands bordering upon streams mean- 
dered in the United States surveys of public 
lands, that such lands ‘ shall be considered 
as bounded by the lines of those surveys and 
not by the streams the title to the beds of 
streams no more passed under such sales by 
the trustees than under sales by the canal 
commissioners. 

“The conclusion reached, therefore, is 
that under the deed made by the trustees in 
1860 to Charles Toyer and subsequently 
transferred by him to the Economy Light 
and Power company title was conveyed to 

the meander line only, and that the title to 
the bed of the stream at that point remained 
in the state.“ 5 


Griswold Lease Arraigned. 

The “ Griswold lease is attacked as fol- 
lows: 

In addition to this, however, there have 
been assigned to the Economy Light and 
Power company a certain agreement and 
lease secured by Harold 8. Griswold from 
the c@nal commissioners on Sept. 2, 1904. 
These instruments taken together are deemed 
by the attorney general to constitute a lease 
for twenty years of the lands described in 
one of the instruments subject to the terms 
and agreements mentioned in the other. The 
consideration paid for this twenty years’ 
lease was 52,700. 

Here follow statistics showing that at a 
cost of $2,000,000 for the dam the Economy 
company will receive a maximum net annual 
income of $877,275 on its investment. 

On this showing Gov. Deneen says the 
courts would set aside the lease. He cites 
the published statements of the Economy 
company to show that the commissioners 
were on notice when they signed the Gris- 
wold lease. 

Urges Action by Assembly. 

In conclusion Gov. Deneen says, in part: 

The propriety and advantage of laws de- 
claring or recognizing the navigability of 
streams, as settling the policy of the state 
in reference thereto, clearly appears. 

“The importance of the constitutional 
amendment submitted by your honorable 
body to the voters in November next, as as- 
suring the codperation of the federal gov- 
ernment and the early completion of the 
deep waterway, cannot be overestimated. 

In order. to secure approval of this amend- 
ment by the people it is essential that the. 
water power developed through the expend- 
iture of the $20,000,000 therein provided for 
should be owned and controlled by the 
state; so that the state may be recouped for 
its expenditures, and that a fund may 
created for the further development and ex- 
tension of an internal waterway system I 
deem that it is now time for the state to 
formulate and declare such a policy with 
reference to. its water courses, that their 
development hereafter will not be unneces- 
sarily complicated by questions of private 


ownership.“ me 
Stead Answers Governor’s Rap. 


Attorney General Stead issued a statement 
tonight in which he reviewed the differences 
between his navigability opinion and the 
governor's message. In part it said: 

“So far as the governor’s message relates 
to the passage of a navigability bill, there is 
‘nothing in it which conflicts with my opinion, 
I did not hold or intimate that the Desplaines 
river is not navigable. 

The governor is of the opinion that the 
lease and contract of Sept. 2, 1904, can be set 
aside for inadequacy of consideration. No 
facts were submitted to me on this question 
and my opinion, of course, could have had no 
reference to it.

The wheel tax bill advocated by Mayor 
Busse been passed by the legislature. 
This was announced from Springfield last 
night and Mayor Busse was much pleased. 
The measure was adopted with an emergency 
clause and will become a law as soon as 
Gov. Deneen signs it. This is expected to be 
atonce. The bill also gives the city authority 
to pass a wide tire ordinance, an au- 
thority claimed before but about which now 
there can be no doubt. 7 

The mayor has been advocating the wheel 
tax measure ever since he has been in office 
as the best means of preserving the pave- 
ments in Chicago. It authorizes the council 
to put a tax on all vehicles using the streets, 
the money to be spent only for street repair 
work. The idea is thus to raise enough 
money to keep a pavement in good condi- 
tion, once it is laid. The amount that will be 
thus available is not exactly determined, 
_but the best estimates are $750.000 a year. 

As soon as the bill becomes a law the mayor 
will send to the council a message calling at- 
tention to the action of the legislature and 
advising the passage of the ordinance neces- 
sary to make it effective. With the message 
will go an ordinance setting forth the mayor's 
ideas in the matter. There is nO dispute in 
the council about the passage of the ordi- 
nance; the only question likely to cause 
trouble is how the tax should be apportioned 
among different classes of vehicles. 


Talk of High Tax on Autos. 

If the average alderman has his way, and 
he thinks he will, the owners of automobiles 
will find these machines a more expensive 
luxury. The tax on them is Hkely to lead the 
list so far as the annual charge for the right 
to use the streets is concerned. The argu- 
ment made is that they not only wear out the 
pavements faster than ordinary wagons, but 
are a luxury anyhow, and the users should 
pay for them. 

I had a letter today from an acquaintance 
of mine who advocated taxing automobiles 
$100 a year,” remarked the mayor. He as- 
serted it was impossible for any ordinary 
buggy to use a boulevard any mope on ac- 
count of the wear and tear®f the automo- 
biles and their presence in the streets.. There. 
is doubt but that the machines are wear- 
ing On the streets, but it is possible he isa 
trifle prejudiced against the automobiles. 


Council to Decide Details. 

The amount of money to be raised by 
this tax and how it shall be divided up is a 
matter for the council and will have to be 
thrashed out there. Naturally there will be 
a difference of opinion among the aldermen 
as to the proper distribution of the levy. 
But that the council will impose a wheel 
tax so that the persons who wear out the 
pavements will have to keep them in repair 
I do not think there is any doubt. 

“The tax will not only relieve property 
owners of a burden they should not bear, 
but will encourage those whose property is 
not now improved to pave their streets, be- 
ing assured that after they have done thts 
they will not afterwards be charged for re- 
pair work.” 

It can be stated in a general way that the 
mayor’s recommendation to the council will 
be on the line of taxing different classes 
of vehicles according as they damage pave- 
ments. It would be manifestly unjust to tax 
a buggy as much as a four horse truck ora 
private carriage the same as an automobile. 
This schedule it Will take time and investi- 
gation to work out. 


Law Gives Power to All Cities. 

The bill passed by the “legislature is an 
amendment to the cities and villages act, and 
provides that any city which wants to can 
impose a wheel tax. The only opposition to 
it at Springfield was from some members 
from small towns who were afraid it might 
be adopted in their own communities. Lee 
O’ Neill Browne of Ottawa voiced this feeling 
when he said that while he did not like to 
give such authority to city counells gen- 
erally, still he was willing to take chances 
at home in order to give Chicago the author- 
ity it wanted. 

Representatives David Shanahan of the re- 
publican side and John P. McGoorty of the

Each Bit of Machinery Tested. 


President McCormick was accompanied to 
Lockport only by Electrical Engineer Ed- 
ward B. Ellicott, who had been in charge of 


the extensive test through which the plant 


was put before the tremendous current was 
allowed, to to Chicago. Under his diree- 
tion each bit of machinery was made to per- 
from its individual function again and again, 
and as a result of the test only one bearing 
was found to be faulty—a matter that was 
remedied in an hour. 

The power, which has been created through 
a $4,000,000 investment on the part of the San- 
itary district, will be delivered by mdans of 
alumihium cables to Chicago, the town of 
Cicero, the west park board, and the village 
of Morgan Park. These four contracts, how- 
ever, will use only 10,000 units of the 31,000 
horse power to be developed ultimately at 
the power house. The total horse power to 
be developed for the present is 16,700. With 
the plant taxed to its full capacity of 31,000 
horse power an annual income to the board of 
$500,000 will be assured. 


Finest Cable in the World. 

The machinery at the power house has been 
in readiness for its big task for three weeks. 
and the transmission line nearly as long. The 
latter,which makes use of aluminium instead 
of copper, practically for the first time-east 
of the Mississippi, has been declared to be the 
finest of its kind in the world. The cables are 
carried on steel towers sixty feet in height, 
which are set in concrete bases. Each of the 
six cables used is composed of nineteen 
strands of aluminium wire. The line is twen- 
ty nine and one-half miles long. 

The switch which makes the direct connec- 
tion at the Leckport power house is nine 
{eet high, and is operated in oil by a mechani- 
tal device; it is not only too ponderous but too 
dangerous to be handled directly by an oper- 
ator, the current being of such high tension 
as to be fatal to any one approaching too near 
the switch. The circult is closed through a 
subordinate current of low tension, the 
smaller switch being placed 300 feet from the 
main connection. 

A number of branch lines will have to be 
completed before all the power contracted for 
is delivered to customers. 


STATE WILL, ACT IN DAM CASE. 


Healy Goes to Rescue of Riverside Resi- 
dents Who Would Block Hoff- 
man’s Plans. 


State’s Attorney Healy will file today in the 
Circuit court a sult against Harry Hoffman. 
Jr., brewer, to prevent the completion of the 
dam across the Desplaines river at River- 
side. 

The action is taken at the request of the 
village officials of Riverside, who have been 
fighting the erection of the dam. 

It will be claimed the dam would be a public 
nuisance; that the right granted by the legis- 
lature to one Forbes, in 1846, under which the 
dam is being erected, refers toanother part of 
the river; and that the question of the naviga- 
bility of the Illinois river above Joliet is a 
question which should be decided by the 
courts.

The 
charge is that certain officers of the district 
council received nearly $800 from the Meader 
Furniture company, a nonunion firm of Cin- 
cinnati, as the price of allowing the firm to 
fulfill its contract in the new Commercial! Na- 
tional bank building. 

The executive board of the carpenters’ 
joint council, composed of the Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Carpenters, will meet this morning as 
an investigating committee to sift the 
charge. The committee is composed of 
John J. Brittain, Charles MeCormick, David 
Jones, R. J. O’Brien, and D. J, Bosgraff. 

Work on the new factory buildings of 
Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co., Forty- 
sixth and Winchester streets, will resume 
today after a halt of several weeks because 
of the strike of building trades as the result 
of employment of nonunion men. The con- 
tractors have agreed to the demands of the 
union.

Now this “ hen ordinance” not only pro- 
keys, guinea hens, geese, and all other 
domesticated fowls,”’ but makes ft incumbent 
on the health commissioner to see to it that 
these fowls shall be properly housed and 
rightly taken care of. The commissioner is 


ito détail inepectors to see to it that the 


“ coops, péns, houses, and other incloapres ” 
in whioh said fowls are t shall always 
be in a santtary and healthful condition, 
and it is provided there shall be no fee 
charged for the inspection. 

There also are extra duties imposed on the 
police force. It is declared unlawful for 
“any chickens, duck, turkey, guinea hen, 
goose,” and so on to run at large, and if a 
polic n sees a chicken running acrosd@)the 
street i 10 his duty to capture that chicken 
and take it to the station. 

The man Walking the beat presumably 
would take chances of the arrest never being 
reported to headquarters and figure on « 
chicken dinner for himself. 

This Merely an Oversight. 

Through a seeming oversight in the or- 
dinance Commissioner Evans is relieved of 
the work of inspecting the coops in South 
Water street and the numerous grocery 
stores in which live chickens are kept. It is 
entirely possible, however, to correct this 
athendment when the measure comes up for 
passage in the couricil. 

The ordinance was introduced by Ald. Bihl 
of the Thirty-third ward, who represents a 
territory partly urban, pertly rural, where 
some of the {residents adhere to country 
fashions and keep chickens, ducks, and so 
forth, while the remainder follow metropol- 
itan manners and confine their agricultural 
efforts to raising flowers and garden truck. 
The cry of the latter was that the chickens, 
etc., were a nuisance, and it was the desire 
of the alderman to please all of his con- 
stituents by passing an ordinance which 
would allow those who wanted to keep 
chickens, etcetera, to do so, and at the 
same time relieve the others of any incon- 
venience therefrom. 

Would Punish Olairvoyants. 

The “clairvoyant ordinance” wae ap- 
proved by the judiciary, ‘committee. This 
ordinance provides a penalty for anybody 
who advertises as being able to foretell the 
future, whether it be the price of stocks, the 
resulf of a horse race, or the kind of man or 
woman the patron is to marry, by means of 
cards, mystic incantations, symbols, and 
signs, location of the stars, communications 
with spirits, or any of the other devices 
known to this line of enterprise, 

The ordinance was drafted at the request 
of the chief of police, because of the numer- 
ous frauds perpetrated on working girls by 
mediums operating in Milwaukee avenue.

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CHILDREN SEE FATHER SLAIN 


George Mayer Is Shot Dead by 
Wife in Struggle for Revolver. 


ACCIDENT, THE WOMAN SAYS 


Little Boy Asserts His Mother Started 
Quarrel with Husband. 


Two Httle children, who huddled with fear 
in & corner of the parlor, saw their father, 
George Mayer, 52 years old, 4836 Champlain 
avenue, shot dead yesterday afternoon by 
their mothen. Mayer was a proofreader. 
He had been married eleven years. 

The stories of the affair told by the eldest 
son and his mother differ. Mrs. Mayer, 32 
years old, who was taken into custody, said 
her husband was intoxicated when he re- 
turned home at 4:80 o'clock in the after- 
noon and began an argument with her. She 
said she showed him the revolver and told 
him she had purchased it to protect herself 
from him, as he frequently had threatened 
her life. . 

Mayer, the woman alleged, tried to seize 
the revolver, and as she struggled to retain 
possession of it the weapon was discharged 
accidentally, the ball penetrating Mayer's 
brain. He died instantly. 


Says Mother Started Quarrel. 

Robert Mayer, 7 years old, said his mother 
started the quarrel as soon as his father en- 
tered the house. He esa d she gent him toa 
saloon late in the aftérnoon to purchase a 
flask of whisky, which she drank, and soon 
became quarrelsome from the effects of the 
liquor. 

The boy said that his mother soon drew the 
revolver from a drawer and threatened to 
shoot hig father. The latter attempted to 
seize the weapon, according the son, and 
a few minutes later it was discharged. 

** We were too scared to run, so my brother 


and I stood in a corner watching ma and pa 


fighting. I wanted to run out aud get a po- 
Heeman, but I was afraid of being shot,“ the 
boy told the police. 

Mrs. Mayer admitted that she had been 
drinking, but declared that had nothing to 
do with the quarrel. 


Woman Held Pending Inquest. 

After the shot, realizing that she had killed 
her husband, Mrs. Mayer sent Robert to the 
Fiftieth street police station for aid. When 
Policemen Demming and O’Connor entered 
the house they found Mrs. Mayer pacing the 
floor, carrying her 2 year old son in her arms. 
The infant's mouth and face were stained 
with blood, where the baby had kissed his 
father after the shooting. Lieut. Woods of 
the Hyde Park station was notified and he 
ordered the woman and children taken to his 
station. There Mrs. Mayer admitted killing 
her husband and said it was the result of an 
accident. 

Both of the children ‘are being cared for at 
the station by the matron. Their mother 
will be ,held pending the outcome of the 
coroner's inquest.

Metropolitan Suffers Trouble 


as Northwestern Plans 
Better Service. 


RUN 3 EXTRA TRAINS. 


Patrons of North Side Line Ad- 
vised to Use Only Cars of 
Their Own Branch. 


After pians for ne servion on the 
Northwestern Elevated railway were agreed 
on last night the Metropolitan L suffered a 
temporary blockade of traffic. 

Running of trains was stopped when the 
— Atrania, grain laden, became fast 

nder the kknife bridge that spans the 
river near Van Buren street. The blockade 
occurred shortly after the theater crowds 
coming downtown had been carried over the 
river, but passengers from 8:30 to almost 10 
o'clock were forced to do some walking. 
Thousands were inconvenienced. 

The mast of the Auranhia was taken from 
its fastenings after two tugs hed tried for 
several hours to move the huge boat. With 
the mast out of the way the bridge was low- 


ered. Traffic was resumed before the the- 


ater crowds returnéd to their homes. 


Strikes on Old Tunnel. 

The boat, carrying more than 183,000 bush- 
els of wheat, and bound for Erie, Pa., struck 
on the top of the old tunnel, and despite the 
assistance that was rushed to the scene re- 
mained firmly lodged. After Supt. M. J. 
Feron of the Metropolitan elevated railroad 
had investigated the trouble he asked that 
the mast be taken from its position. This 
was complied with and the bridge was then 
easily lowered, The Van Buren street bridge, 
though, was still open early this morning, 
and it is expected that further trouble will 
be encountered before the boat is released. 

When the Aurania was caught in the draw 
several elevated trains were then waiting to 
cross the bridge. As minutes elapsed before 
further progress was made the conductors 
told the passengers of the trouble.. Hun- 
dreds left the trains and waiked to other 
stations on the loop. 

The wind throughout the day had been 
westerly, blowing the water out into the 
lake, and causing a drop of more than fifteen 
inches in the river. The vessel draws seven- 
teen feet six inches and it is believed it can 
be floated this morning. 

While the boat was blocking traffic on the 
Metropolitan system, trains of that road on 
the loop were being switched around and 
around the downtown district to keep the 
tracks open for the south side trains, which 
use the same rails. As à result all trains were 
forced to move slowly around the loop. 


Better Service on Northwestern. 


Plans for bettering the L' service for 
the Buena Park, Sheridan road, and Wilson 
avenue patrons of the Northwestern elevated 
road were tentatively agreed upon after 
President Starring of the road and Ald. 
Williston and Dunn, Frank T. Fowler, and 
Ferdinand Goss, representing the residents 
of the Twenty-fifth ward, personally inspect- 
ed the rush hour service of the L' at 
Belmont avenue.

Ravenswood branch users. Three additional 
traine have been placed upon the Wilson 
avenue line, and last night it wae found that 
except for a slight overcrowding on the plat- 
form during changes from express to local 
trains the service was satisfactory. 


Suggestion by Starring. 

President Starring suggested that to re- 
Meve the crush during the rush hours 
patrons be “educated to use their own 
cars. It was found last aight that most of 
the local trains running north to Belmont 
avenue were empty. while a carload would 
alight from the Wilson avenue and Ravens- 
wood express trains. Mr. Starring believed 
the Wilson avenue express trains should stop 
at Belmont avenue and not at Fullerton, and 
the Ravenswood expreas trains at Fullerton 
and not at Belmont. This, it was pointed out, 
would prevent the crush in changing from 


zone express to a local.

~ STRERAGE DEMAND IS HEAVY 


eigners Returning to Europe. 
SOME LINES BREAK RECORDS. 


Italians Find It Cheaper to Go Home 
than Stay Here All Winter. 


There has deem a demand for third clase 
or steerage trassportation that the steam- 
ship agents have been unable to meet. It is 
estimated that 1,500 persons left Chicago 
yesterday bound for various ports in Europe. 

According to F. G. Whiting, general pas- 
senger agent of the Cunard lines, more than 
os persons have been booked by the Chi- 

office for Scandinavian and European 
— during November. He estimates that 
an equal number will leave during December. 

“This number exceeds by far the book- 
ings of any previous year,’’ said Mr. Whit- 

“All of our passengers seem to be 
plentifully supplied with cash. Advance 
bookings for next month indicate that the 
remaining steamers will be heavily booked 
for the Christmas rush.“ 

F. C. Brown, general passenger agent of 
the White Star and the Red Star lines, said 
his companies had been unable to supply 
the demand for passage. 

Heavy Demand in New York. 

“The demand in New York for st 
tickets has been far greater than we d 
have anticipated,” said Mr. Brown. “ We 
have received telegrams ordering no more 
bookings for third class passage two weeks 
or more before the sailing of any steamers. 
It has not been a question of looking for 
business. We have been trying to hold the 
demand back until later. 

This heavy demand has been occasioned 
by the shutting down of many factoMes. The 
Itallans have been doing the work that the 
Irish gre eas did on the railroads. These 
people make a good business for us at all 
times. But now they know they can go back 
to their homes in Italy and stay all winter 
for a less sum than it would take for them 
to remain all winter in the United States. 
The railroads have stopped their work, so the 
workers go home.“ 

The rates for third class passage have 
been raised until now on most steamship 
lines tickets for second class passage are but 
a few dollars more. On the Holland Ameri- 


dam, an old couple bought second class pas- 
sage after having asked for steerage rates 
when they learned that the difference in the 
prices was only $4. 

Pienty of Money, Kozminski Says. 

Maurice W. Kozmineki, general western 
agent of the French line, was the only one 
who said that the financial flurry was not 
the cause of so many returning to Europe. 

“We had as many going home last year 
at this time,” said Mr. Kozminski. “ Wedid 
all the business we could do last year, and 
in January we put on a new boat, expecting 
an increase in the traffic. Every one who 
buys tickets seems to have plenty of cash. 
There is still a demand for labor in the west. 
I don’t think the present money stringency 
has made it necessary for any one who 
wanted to work to leave. Our travel has been 
heavy, but not heavier than it was at this 
time a year ago.” 

Many of the first and second class bookings 
have beeh canceled, according to Mr. Brown. 
He said a number of families who had en- 
gaged passage for Mediterrandan ports had 
asked to have their holdings released. The 
heads of these families had told him they 
could not afford to leave their offices until 
businese affairs are more settled.

Nomadic Band May Camp Long Where 
Grass Is Green and Water Pure. 


Battle Creek, Mich., Nov. 26.—[Special.]— 
Upton Sinclair has another dream. It was 
inspired by the curse of landlordism,” 
which the doughty jungle explorer declares 
is about to drag a peaceful nation into a 
veritable cataclysm. If no rude person wakes 
up the one time head of Helicon hall, land- 
lords may as well sell their rental property, 
put the proceeds into savings penta ane 
prepare for a hard winter.

The wagons are to be fireproof and only 
one story high, so the horrors which Mr. Sin- 
clair’s faithful band experienced when Hel- 
icon hall burned may never be lived arenes 
again. 

Where the grass is mood and water pure 
the nomads "’ may camp for days and even 
months—that is, if landlordism does not i 
terfere. Wives may accompany the me 
members of the caravan. The children wil 
be cared for by an ambulatory governess, 
and parents will be allowed to see them occa- 
sionally.

WANTS $25,000,000 MORE 
FOR THE GERMAN BUDGET. 


Prince Buelow, Imperial Chancellor, 
Explains Issue at Opening of Prus- 
sian Diet—Polish Land Bill. 


BERLIN, Nov. 26.—The Prussian diet 
opened today in the White hall of the palace. 
Prince von Bulow, the imperial chancellor, 
in the emperor's absence read the speech 
from the throne. It stated that the growth 
of permanent expenditures had increased 
the budget by over $25,000,000 

The chancellor said a deficit is expected 
in the current year owing to the increased 
expenses in the railroad administration, and 
that the government would have to resort 
to a loan for extending the railroad system. 

A bill was introduced authorizing the gov- 
ernment to acquire Polish estates by con- 
demnation proceedings under the law of emi- 
nent domain. The bill provides for a credit 
of $87,500,000 to continue tbe purchase of 
land in the Polish provinces and the settling 
of Ge thereon. This amount includes 
$12,500,000 to meet the expenses of the plan to 
expropriate from Polish owners: An equal 
sum already has been expended by the set- 
tlement commission since it began operations 
in 1886. 

The Polish bili led to a sharp exchango 
between the chancellor and several Polish 
members. The chancellor said the goyern- 
ment would take no backward step on the 
Polish land issue. 


TWO HUNDRED LIVES LOST 
IN STORMS ON BLACK SEA. 


Foundering of Steamer Kaplan Causes 
110 Casualties—Other Craft OQOver- 
whelmed Increase List of Fatalities. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 26.—The recent 
storms on the Black sea have resulted in 
great loss of life. Among the disasters to 
shipping is the foundering off Eregli, Asia 
Minor, of the steamship Kaplan. The 110 
persons on board perished. Numerovs 
smalier craft have been overwhelmed, and 
these disasters bring the number of casuai- 
ties to more than 200. 


Seventy-five Fishermen Drown. 

Halifax, N. S., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—Ad- 
vices at North Sydney state that one of the 
worst mishaps in the history of the St. Pierre 
fleet is reported at the French colony. Sev- 
enty-five lives are believed to have been lost. 
The schooner Angler left St. Pierre sixty 
days ago for France with a crew of returning 
fishermen.

MAY ASK HELP OF‘ ENGLAND. 


Portuguese Government Said to Be 
Looking Forward to British Inter- 
vention if Matters Get Worse. 


PARIS, Nov. 26.—A special dispatch from 
Madrid to the Echo de Paris says it is stated 
in Lisbon that the Portuguese government 
has made approaches to Great Britain with 
a view to English intervention in case the 
situation becomes worse. 

The general in command of the Lisbon 
municipal guard resigned because the forces 
at his disposal, he claims, were insufficient 
to repress possible disorders. The king 
thereupon authorized the calling out of the 
reserves and otherwise increased the power 
of the commandant, who withdrew his res- 
ignation. 

That current reports of trouble in Portu- 
galere exaggerated and are sent out by rev- 
olutionists in the hope of causing an uprising 
among the enemies of the government was 
the statement last night of Count Santi Eu- 
lelia, Portuguese consul in Chicago. 

“I received a letter from his majesty, the 
king of Portugal, today, written on his 
yacht Amelia. The letter does not contain 
a hint of any unusuai trouble in my coun- 
try. Had there been any crisis pending I am 
sure I would have deen notified, so that I 
could guide myself accordingly. As far as I 
can learn all reports are unfounded and are 
| being circulated by trouble makers.”’ 

Count Eulelia said that his letter contained 
comment upon European affairs in general, 
but did not indicate anything of special mo- 
ment in Portugal.

THREE MORE IN TOILS. 


Jenkins Brothers, Bankers, Are 
Held by Grand Jury on the 
Charge of Forgery. 


New York, Nov. 26:—[Special.)—Develop- 
ments in the tangle in which three Brooklyn 
banks have been involved were sensational 
today. Two officials of the Jenkins Trust 
company and the former president of the 
suspended Williamsburg Trust company 
were indicted for forgery, and Howard 
Maxwell, the deposed president of the Brook- 
lyn Borough bank, committed suicide. 

Maxwell, who faced twenty-five years in 
the penitentiary if convicted on the three 
charges of forgery and grand larceny brought 
against him, cut his throat and severed an 
artery in his left wrist at his home, 182 Con- 
gress street, Brooklyn, this. afternoon, and 
died at Long Island College hospital at 5:45 
o'clock. 


Uses Penknife and Razors. 

He used a two bladed penknife and two 
razors to slash himself. He jabbed himself 
deeply in the right side of the neck with the 
penknife and then cut his left wrist through 
the tendogs and artery to the bone. When 
discovered and removed to the hospital Max- 
well was so weakened by the loss of blood 
that he could not rally. 

Maxwell was late in rising today and no one 
in the house disturbed him. Mrs. Maxwell 
has been ill for many weeks. 

A few minutes before 2 o’clock Annie Scott, 
a colored maid, heard a strange coughing 
noise coming from the bathroom on the sec- 


started to open the door she saw a bloody 
razor lying on the floor of the hall just a few 
inches outside the doorsill. The woman 
pushed open the bathroom door. 

She saw Maxwell, clad only in his under- 
clothes, thalf sitting, half reclining in a chair 
by the bathtub. Blood was running from his 
neck and from his left wrist, which dangled 
limply. over the edge of the tub. 

The servant screamed an alarm and the 


sent a maid hurrying for doctors. 


Operation Fails to Save. 

Two physicians who arrived bound up the 
severed radial artery of the arm and sentina 
call for the Long Island College hospital am- 
bulance. Maxwell had by this time lapsed 
into unconsciousness without saying a word. 

At the hospital doctors deemed it tmpera- 
tive to perform the operation of tracheotomy, 
which is an insertion of a silver tube into 
the severed windpipe to permit breathing. 
This operation relieved the wounded man in 
a measurs, but the loss of blood had been so 
great as/to weaken the heart action, and 
death followed quickly. 

Acquaintances of the deposed bank presi- 
dent were inclined to attribute his act toa 
nervous breakdown brought about by the 
difficulties of the International Trust com- 
pany and Borough bank and aggravated by 
his recent indictment by the grand jury and 
by his imprisonment. 


Three More Bankers Indicted. 


The Brooklyn grand jury which has been 
investigating the affairs of certain suspend- 
ed banks handed down indictments today 
against the three Jenkins brothers—John G. 
Jr., Frank, and Fred Jenkins. The indiet- 
ments are for forgery in the third degree 
and relate to the transactions of the Jenkins 
Trust company, of which John G. Jr. is presi- 

dent and Fred Jenkins director. Frank J2n- 
— was president ot the Williamsburg 
Trust company until shortly after the sus- 
pension of that institution. The indicted 
men are sons of John G. Jenkins Sr., who 
as president of the First National bank and 
a member of the directorates of many other 
institutions, had been prominent in Brooklyn 
financial circles for many years. 

The three men were bailed out at $14,000 
each. Frank and Fred were compelled to 
go to police headquarters and submit to 
being photographed and measured by «the 
Bertillon sxstem. Frank was taken by the 
police after he had been arraigned in court 
and released on bail. He put up a fight on 
the streets of Brooklyn which resulted in his 
wife being torn from his side by the police. 
She was helped into the district ices eli 
office, where she fainted. 

The upshot of the proceeding on the part of 
the police is that Acting Capt. Kuhne finds 
himself obliged to answer a charge of COTY 
tempt of court before Justice Burr of the 
Supreme court for having failed to obey a 
writ of habeas corpus.

National bank. returned yesterday from 
Washington, where he had a conference with 
President: Roosevelt regarding the financial 
situation. 

Mr. Forgan didn’t go into all the details of 
his talk with the president, put he said he 
indicated the improvement in banking coh- 
ditions in the west, as he saw it, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt received the 
with considerable satisfaction. : 

The local financial situation gave evidence 
of considerable improvement during the day. 
Persons who had given thirty day notices of 
withdrawal of their deposits from the sav- 
ings banks were notified several days ago 
that they could have their money, but com- 
paratively few have applied for it. 

“I was ab man during the three and a 
half hours I spent in Washington,” said Mr, 
Forgan. I did not go to a hotel, but spent 
all the time conferring with the president and 
officials of the government. 


Interest Shown by President. 
First I went to the office of Secretary 
Cortelyou of the treasury, where we dis- 
cussed details of the purchase of $2,500,000 
of the new 3 ber cent government certificates 


there I went to the office of United States 
Treasurer Treat and then to the White house, 
where I went over the situation thoroughly 
with President Roosevelt. 

“ The president asked many questions con- 
cerning the financial situation in Chicago 
| and other western cities, and I gave him my 
views. I told him matters were improving 
every day and I was hopeful that normal 
currency payments would be resumed before 
long. He seemed glad to receive this infor- 
mation. and at his suggestion I went to 
the office of Postmaster General Meyer, who 
also is much interested in the financial situa- 
tion.“ 5 

Did you discuss with President Roosevelt 
the government plans for currency reform?” 
Mr. Forgan was asked. 

“ That question was taken up,“ the banker 
replied, “but I did not learn either from 


their plans were. At their request I gave 
them some of my ideas. I haven't any cut 
and dried remedy, and I doubt if any one 
has.“ 

Mr. Forgan arranged the details of the pur- 
chase of $2,500,000 certificates of indebted- 
ness. The government 8 25 per 
cent of the amount in cash, but will rede- 
posit 75 per cent of the total amount eae for 
the bonds, subject to its check. 


Currency Resumption Favored. “ 

At the close of the day nearly 700 letters 
had been received from western bankers by 
the Chicago clearing house committee. in 
response to the letter sent out asking their 
views on the resumption of normal cur- 
rency payments. Most of the letters in- 
dicated that the bankers were ready and 
desirous of resuming currency payments. 
The letters received are from bankers in 
Illinois, Iowa, Michigan, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Missouri. Bank- 
ers in the far west have not had time to reply. 

It developed that there is a shortage of $5 
and $10 gold coins at the subtreasury. The 
supply of $5 gold pieces amounts to but 
$50.000, and there is not more than 575.000 
in 610 gold pieces. There are plenty of $20 
gold pleces—$35,000,000 worth of them. 


GIRL SHOOTS SELF FOR LOVE 
OF NEWSBOYS’ HOME ATTACHE 


Police Censure 
Authorities or Making No Report of 
the Attempted Suicide.

In the corridor of the Newsboys’ home, 
1418 Wabash avenue, Miss Louise Holland- 
back, 23 years old, 1330 Wabash avenue, a 
waitress, shot herself with suicidal intent 
Monday morning after Harry Crockett, 23 
years old, one of the supervisors of the home, 
on whom she had called, had refused to see 
her.

I did 
this all for you, for the love of you. I never could 
be happy, so I may ae well die now. 

I want to be buried in Chicago, so that you can 
visit my grave and think of poor Louise (who loved

The commerce of this country demands 
that the antiquated primary banks now in 
use should be displaced by the modern system 
of banks, which can and will issue every day 
in the year and every hour of the day all the 
credit which commerce requires, exercising 
no repressive measures to reduce the volume 
of such credits except by raising the interest 
rate, so that every legitimate merchant 
throughout this vast country can feel assured 
that &s long as he keeps his business solvent 
and entitled to credit he can obtain all the 
bank credits the conduct of his business re- 
quires by paying the interest rate. 


‘Banks Are Hampered by Laws.

Two Voluntary Witnesses Give 
Information Indicating 
Existence of Trust. 


EFFORT TO RAISB PRICE. 


Offer of $500 Said to Have Bean 
Made to Officers of South 
Side Local. 


Information that members of the Illinois 
Milk Dealers’ association, comprising the 
dealers within the alleged milk trust, made 
Overtures to certain Officers of the Chicago 
Retall Milk Dealere’ association on the sub- 
ject of raising the retail price of milk was 
given to State’s Attorney John J. Healy yes- 
terday by two voluntary witnesses. 

Mr. Healy declined to tell the names of his 
informants. The data they furnished on the 
methods of the alleged milk combine, how- 
ever, will form the basis of the state g attor- 
ney's investigation during the next few days. 

Two prominent members of the Illinois 
Dealers’ association, it was sald, approached 
Officers of the south side local of the Retail 
Dealers’ association early in October, These 
Officers were given to understand that it 
would be worth $500 to them if the south side 
local would take the lead in raising the price. 
‘They were told that the big dealers, including 
the Borden Condensed Milk company, would 
back up the action by following soon after- 


| ward with an equal increase. 


Action by the Borden Company. 

After the proposition of raising the price 
had been made to the officers of the south 
side local of the retdilers’- association, a 
meeting was held on or about Oct. 13, at 
which a resolution was adopted increasing 
the price. 

Later an attempt was made to have the 
central organization of the retailers’ asso- 
clation adopt a similar resolution, thus bind- 
ing the entire organization to an advance 
in price. This attempt failed and the south 
side local, it was stated, seeing it had been 
made a “cat's paw” for the big dealers, 
promptly repudiated its resolution. 

These proceedings, Mr. Healy was told, 
were reported to the New York office of the 
Borden Condensed Milk company. A few 
days later orders came back from New York 
to the Chicago officials of the Borden com- 
pany to take the initiative in raising the 
price. Notices of the advance then were 
sent out by the Borden company and the 
other dealers in the Illinois Dealers’ asso- 
ciation followed suit within a few days with 
identical notices to their customers.

„Not long since a dairymanat Barrington, 
i., produced figures to show that from feed- 
ing thirty-two cows at a cost of $1,501 in one 
year’s time he produced and sold products of 
his dairy to the amount of §2,787.

Combined Evidence Against Mrs. 
Lucy Hagenow, Mid wife. 


LOLA MADDISON STATEMENT 


Given by Sister of Mrs. Annie Bradley 
Just Before Death. 


By a peculiar series ot circumstances that 
only can be accounted for as a grewsome 
coincidence the spirit of Lola Maddison arose 
yesterday as from the grave to point an ac- 
cusing finger at the woman held responsible 
for her death—Mrs. Lucy Hagenow. Mrs. 
Hagenow, the midwife, is on trial in Judge 
Chetlain's court charged with criminal re- 
sponsibility for the death of at least two 
persons. 

At the moment that the identity of the, 
Maddison woman was revealed in Chicago 
lawyers in Washington were making a last 
plea for her sister, Mr. Annie M. Bradley, 
on trial for the killing of Senator Frank 
Brown of Utah. It was not until yesterday 
that it was brought out at the trial that the 
Maddison woman was the sister of Mrs, 
Bradley, 

It was a day-of tension and sensatiors 
in the Hagenow hearing. Sergt. George 
Pearsall had testified to the circumstances 
which, it appeared, would convince the jury 
that the woman on trial was criminally re- 
sponsible for the death of Mrs. Anna Hora- 
vitch. Then Assistant State’s. Attorney 
Barbour drew from his pocket an onrinous 
looking paper which he threw upon the 
table right under the eyes of Mrs. Hagenow. 


Offers Dead Woman’s Testimony. 


“There is the testimony of a dead woman— 
a woman whose death was brought about by 
this woman now on trial. Her dying state- 
ment will prove the responsibility of the 
prisoner,” sald Mr. Barbour. 

Mrs. Hagenow’s lawyers jumped up ob- 
jecting to having the document introduced 
in evidence. 

„But I insist,” exclaimed Mr. Barbour. 
It is the dying statement of Lola Maddi- 
gon, who identified Mrs. Hagenow as the 
woman who performed the criminal opera- 


| tion upon ber.“ 


There was more arguing and it was decided 
by Judge Chetlain that the statement could 
not be admitted as evidence because of the 
fact that the defendant was not present 
when it was made. The Maddison woman's 
statement was heard, however, in another 
form. 

Sergt. Pearsall told of taking Mrs. Hage- 
now to the Passavant hospital before Miss 
Maddison’s death and how the girl had 
identified her as the woman who had per- 
formed the operation, 

“ After Miss Maddison had identified her,” 
said the policeman, “ Mrs. Hagenow leaned 
forward and rubbed her face, telling her to 
say nothing further. Then she whispered 
something in her ear.“ 


Husband Locked In with Dying Wife. 


Previous to this the jury had listened to a 
dramatic recital of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of Mrs. Horavitch at her 
home, 480 North Clark street. Michael Hora- 
vitch, he? husband, told the story. 

On the night my wife died this woman 
{indicating Mrs. Hagenow] absolutely pre- 
vented me from summoning any other medi- 
cal assistance. I had noticed that Mrs. 
Hagenow acted peculiarly, even wearing a 
revolver attached to a little chain at her side. 

„When I found that my wife's condition 
was so serious I said that I was going for 
another doctor. But Mrs. Hagenow refused 
to permit me to, saying that it was unneces- 
sary. When I insisted upon going she waited 
until a favorable opportunity, then slipped 
out of my wife’s bedroom while I was in 
there, and turned the key in the lock. There, 
in spite of my entreaties and threats, I was 
kept a prisoner. 

„* Until 6 o'clock in the morning Iwas com- 
pelied to remain a prisoner in that room, 
watching my wife slowly dying and unable 
to get any other medeal attention than this 
woman. It wasshortly before daybreak that 
I managed to make my escape and go fora 
doctor. When I returned I found that I was 
too late. My wite was beyond need of medi- 
cal attention.” 

The interest being shown in the case by 
chicago physicians was indicated by the 
presence during the hearing of Dr. Rudolph 
Holmes, representing the Chicago Medical 
society. Dr. Holmes said that it was because 
of Mrs. Hagenow’s previous record that he 
was desirous of securing her conviction. 

Dr. Holmes expressed the opinion that it 
was her work alone that caused the death 
of Mrs. Horavitch. Dr. Warren H. Hunter, 
coroner's physician, went further, saying 
positively that the cause of the woman's 
death was blood poisoning resulting from 
an illegal operation.

ONCE A POLO GROUNDS IDOL. 


Right Field in New. York Named After 
Him While Playing There. 


Utica, N. I., Nov. 26.—[Special. ]—Edward 
Burke, formerly a famous ball player with 
the New York Giants, died in the city hos- 
pital here today, a charity patient. Burke 
was 43 years old. For the last year or so he 
has worked as cook for a section gang on the 
New York Central railroad, in this vicinity. 

Eddie Burke was for years one of the 
most popular baseball players in the Na- 
tional league, and the idol of many New York 
fans. He covered right field for the New 
York Giants when John M. Ward wes a 
member of that team. Burke was a great 
outfielder, and the territory which 
he covered at the Polo grounds was 
named Burkeville in his honor. That name 
even now la sometimes used referring to right 
g*rden. 

He probably earned moré in one season as a ball 
player than he has received in five years since 
quitting the diamond, when the younger players 
began to crowd the older men from the ranks. 
Since he has been in this vicinity Burke has been 
but a shadow of his fcrmer self. 

He was taken seriously ill aver a month ago, 
since when he has been in the general hospital, 
where all porsible has been done for him in his 
last days. Domestic eifficulties were responsible 
for Burke s Ill luck in recent years.

LABOR MEN FIGHT CANNON. 

Washington, D. C., Nov, 26.—[Special.}~ 
A message designed to defeat the election 
of ae G. Cannon as speaker of the house 
in the Sixtieth congress has been sent to all 
trades unions in the country by the officials 
of the National Federation of Labor. 

The procianiation, which ts signed by all 
the officials of the federation, sets forth the 
alleged shortcomings of Cannon during the 
three congresses he has served as speaker, 
and each instance where, by his vote or rul- 
ing, he has acted in any way tntenica! te the 
interests of labor. 

Chief of the allegations ts cited Cannon’ * 
action in regard to thé labor amendments to 
the Sherman anti-trust law, the employer's 
Hability bill, the project of creating a de- 
partment of labor with a setretary in the 
president's cabinet, the eight hour labor bill, 
the abuse of injunctions measure, and the 
bill relating to alien labor on the Panama 
oanal. 

The proclamation appeals to all central 
bodies and local unions to pass resolutions 
asking the representatives of thelr respective 
districts to vote against Cannon's re@lection. 

“It is well known,“ reads the message, 
“that, with the exception of a few memders 
of the house of representatives who pri-. 
marily benefit by Speaker Cannon's methods, 
nearly all the members of congress, regard- 
less of whether they are members of his own 
party or of the opposition, chafe under hi» 
methods of administrating that office. 

“Cannon's opponents, because of the pow- 
er wielded by him, are singly impotent to cor- 
rect the abuse, but they would, if given an 
opportunity, giadly codperate for ite cor- 
rection.”

CHARTER MAY BE REVOKED. 


Hotel at French Lick Springs Had No 
License’to Commit Crimes. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 26.—[Specia).)}—Na- 
tional Democratic Chairman Taggart re- 
ceived a body biow today, when the Supreme 
court held in ihe French Lick gambling cases 
that the state acted within ita authority 
in possession of the gambling para- 
phernalia and that the charter under which 
the hotel company is organized may be re- 
voked by the state. 

The trial Judge decided that the action 
should have been brought against the French 
—— and Wen Baden Hotel company by the

Habitually Violated the Law.

Charter Is No Protection. 

The conelusion is drawn from thie that the 
statute empowering the auditor of state to 
make examinations of corporations was not 
intended as a protection to corporations con- 
ducting gambling Rouses. The power may 
or may not be exercised, says the court, but 
if it ia the attorney general acquires authority 
for proceedings against such corporations. 

It is regarded as possibie that both hotel 
companies may 8 their charters and 
continue in business private companies, 
and while this would not give tiem license 
to carry on gambling it would exempt them 
from prosecution under the corporation laws.

The combine in the Dlinois’ senate is op-

THE LEGISLATURE WAKES UP. 

Yesterday the house passed the bill em- 
powering Chicago to levy a wheel tax and 
it foes to the governor for his signature. 
It has an emergency clause, so it will be- 
eome operative when signed, and the coun- 
cil can proceed at once to act under it. 
The city can get from this source $500,000 
or more of revenue to be used exclusive- 
ly .on the streets. There should be a 
marked improvement in their condition 
next year. The act does not apply to Chi- 
cago alone, but is a general one and any 
municipality can utilize it. Those whose 
revenues are insufficient doubtless will 
do 80. 

The senate passed with the emergency 
clause attached the bill declaring the Des- 
planes and {illinois rivers navigable 
throughout their courses.

DRIFTING TOWARD AMERICA. 

St. Croix and St. Thomas are reported 
to be much discontented with their pres- 
ent condition. Their trade which once 
flourished has fallen off ‘so greatly that 
empty stores and warehouses abound 
where there was prosperity a dozen years 
ago. The mother country lays taxes and 
duties on exports which have become Op: 
pressive. It takes what it can get out 
of the islands, but spends nothing upon 
needed improvements.

He was a tall, heavy man, 6 
over gix feet, — to ride big, power - 
ful horses to carry his weight, and, being in 
the neighborhood of 60, fell extremely heav- 
ily when he did come a dropper. 

Cohsequently, when his horse, in taking a 
fence, caught its feet in some wire and 
turned a somersault, throwing its rider on 
his head, it is not astonishing that his neck 
should have been broken. 

At one time it was thought that Lord Ches- 
ham would abandon hunting. For his young- 
er daughter, ge sob a child whom he IK - 
erally 
fleld some years ago by being thrown fromm 
her pony and dra along, shockingly 
pounded by the horse's hoofs, her foot hav- 
ing caught in the stirrup. 

Lord Chesham’s eldest son was killed while 
serving as an officer of the Seventeenth Lan- 
cera in the Boer war, and the only surviving 
son. who has now become third Lord Ches- 
ham and who has succeeded to the extensive 
estates of his father, is an Eton schoolboy 
of the age of 14. 

> 

The late Lord Chesham was the chief of 
one of the younger branches of the historic 
house of Cavendish, the head of which is 
the duke of Devonshire, and in the early 
stages of the South African war managed 
to raise In a few weeks’ time a force of some 
8,000 volunteer cavalry, composed of men 
who had all received some cavalry training, 
either in the army or in the yeomanry, per- 
forming, in conjunction with Lord Lonsdale, 
much the same task as that accomplished 
in this country by President Roosevelt and 
Gen. Leonard Wood when, on the outbreak 
of the war with Spain in 1898, the former or- 
ganized the corps of Rough Riders. 

For his services in this respect, and also 
in the fleld during the war, Lord Chesham 
was restored to the regular army with the 
rank of major general besides receiving the 
military star of knight commander of the 
Order of the Bath. 

He had quitted the army as a subaltern 
under romantic circumstances, having been 
indistreet enough to elope with the wife of 
the colonel of the smart cavalry regiment 
to which he belonged. 

This was held by the authorities at the war 
department to be such a piece of insubordina- 
tion, disrespect to a superior officer, and gen- 
eral disregard of military regulations that 
he was asked to send in his papers, though 
he was éxcused by his fellow officers on the 
odd ground that the colonel, after all, had 
been merely an officer of infantry who had 
managed to exchange into the cavalry, and 
that, in view of the circumstances, Lord 
Chesham could not be said to have vio- 
lated cavalry ethics. 


— 

Latimer, the principal home of the ate 
and new “Lord Chesham, is one of the finest 
Elizabethan mansions in Buckinghamshire. 
Standing in a grand old park of over a thou- 
sand acres, it has been the home of the 
Cavendishes ever since the reign of the vir- 
gin queen. 

Charles I. spent a considerable time at Lat- 
imer while a prisoner of parliament, and, ac- 
cording to contemporary history, was fond 
of looking out upon the peaceful view from 
the front of the house across the river Chess 
to the woods of the Chenies. 

‘The mansion has been modernized, though 
with taste and discretion. While stately, it 
is essentially a homely, cozy looking house, 
the front charmingly clothed with creepers. 
It is full of family portraits of great value 
and of old masters—Sir Joshua. Reynolds, 
Titian, Murillo, eto. being represented on 
the walls. 

The Chesham estates extend from Latimer 
over an aréa of some 20,000 acres in every 
direction. Besides the property in Bucking- 
hamshire, the new Lord Chesham inherits 
a quantity of high priced real estate in Lon- 
don, including, the Burlington Arcade in 
Piccadilly, which is familiar to ever Amer- 
ican who has erer London. 


The new W necham be the fourth ot 
his line, the fi having been a grandson of 
the fourth duke of Devonshire. ~- 

The late Lord Chesham was populariy 
known, especially in his younger days, as 
„ Fatty Cavendish. This was due not so 
much to his own Avoirdupois as to that of 
his father, whose girth was absolutely co- 


ossal. 

In spite of his enormous bulk, which ren- 
dered walking a matter of some difficulty, 
the second Lord Chesham insis on always 
going on foot to church on Sun 
to allow his horses to be worked on that day, 
and on one occasion, when the servants re- 
bellied and insisted upon riding the consider- 
able distance between Latimer and the 
parish church, he had them driven in an 
omnibus, at a funereal walking pace, he him- 
self trudging behind in the rain afoot, under 
an umbrella, as if he were the chief mourner.

Talking of omnibuses, which now play so 

important a role in modern life, it may be 


of interest to state that although they seem 
to have been known in the times of the an- | 


cient Romans (since a bas relief dating from 
the reign of the Caagars may be seen in a 
museum of antiquities at Dijon, representing 
a vehicle which is nothing more or less than 
an omnibus drawn by two horses, with the 
driver snugly seated on the box and the pas- 


} sengers looking out of the windows), yet they 


were unknown in the middle ages and were 
first revived by the duc de Rohan at Paris in 
the reign of Louis XIV. by virtue of the lat- 
ter’s royal decree, which called into being 
the first omnibus company, with the duc de 
Rohan as its president and the celebrated 
Pascal as one of the directors. 

The tnauguration of the enterprise partook 
of the nature of a state ceremony, which was 
attended by the great dignitaries of the court 
and of the government in their robes of 
office, the drivers of the dozen omnibuses 
being arrayed in blue liveries, with the roya: 
arms embroidered on the stomach and the 
city arms on the back. 

Escorts of cavalry and of infantry accom- 
panied the omnibuses on their initial trip, 
together with public criers, who threatened 
on the part of the king severe penaities 
against any one who should injure the new 
vehicles, obstruct their progress, or annoy 
the passengers. 

Each of the coaches was numbered, so that 
an insolent driver or inattentive footman 
could be easily geri to book. 


For a time the péritians were delighted 
with the new service. But the novelty wore 
off, the number of passengers began to de- 
crease, and within four years after their in- 
troduction the omnibuses had vanished from 
the streets of Paris, not to reappear until 
1828. : 
Then they proved far more popular, and 
what served more than anything else to 
establish them in the good will of the pub- 
lic was the role which, after being over- 
turned, they were able to play in the con- 
struction of the barricades in the revolution 
or 7830, “which robbed Charles X. of his 

crown and landed the duke of Orleans on the 
throne as King Louis Philippe.

SEARS, ROEBUCK & CO. INDICTED 


Charged with Using Mails to Defraud 
and in Misrepresenting Arti- 
cles Sold. 


Des Moines, Ia, Nov. 26.—[ Special. 1— 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. of Chicago were in- 
dicted today charged with using the mails 
to defraud. The indictment is on three 
counts. It is alleged that the company mis- 
represented articles in its catalogues sent 
through the mails. The first count charges 
that on June 13, 1907, the company devised 
a scheme to obtain money by false pretenses 
from Dr. C. F. Spring of Des Moines by sell- 
ing him white lead that Sears- Roebuck claim 
to have made. The indictment alleges it was 
made by others. A second count is on a ring 
bought by R. H. Miles; and the third count 
is the sending of another ring, alleged to 
have been -misrepresented, - through the 
mails. 


R. W. Sears, president of Sears, Roebuck 
& Co., said last night that he had only learned 
of the indictment returned in Des Moines. 

We read in the newspape:s this morning 
that there was some trouble in Des Moines,”’ 
said Mr. Sears. The unfortunate thing 

bout the whole affair is that we can be 
given much notoriety without having an op- 
portunity to present our side of the case. If 
we have sold white lead in Des Moines or 
anywhere else we are ready to stand on our 
reputation that it is white lead.

Dramatic Climax When Thaw 


Expert Says She Was Insane. 


n I UNDER FIRE. 


Dr. B. D. Evans Arraigns ns Former Sen- 
ator Until Court Checks Speech. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—[Special.}~— 


The defense of Mrs. Annie M. Bradley was 


brought to a dramatic close today. Dr. 
Britton D. Evans of New York, the insanity 
expert who baffied District Attorney Jerome 
in the Thaw case, was the last witness for the 
defense. He testified that Mrs. Bradley was 
insane when she killed Brown; then, in an 
eloquent and forceful statement, arraigned 
Brown's acta as sufficient to sweep away 
the last veetige of reason from the woman 
who killed him: The prosecution objected 


to this declaration by Dr. Evans, who re- 


torted that it was necessary to bear in mind 
Brown's acts in analysing Mrs. Bradley's 
mental attitude on the day of the tragedy. 

Counsel for the government declined to 
cross examine Dr. Evans. They had sub- 
jected Dr.. Charles B. Hill of Baltimore and 
Dr. Isaac Rich of New York to a grueling 
quiz, but concluded it would be unwise to 
draw Dr. Evans’ fire. 

The defense rested as Dr. Evans left the 
stand, and the prosecution at once began its 
evidence in rebuttal. Letters from Mrs. 
Bradley to Brown were read, and then Max 
Brown, son of the former senator, was called. 
He was followed by several other Salt Lake 
witnesses. R. G. Livingston, Brown's for- 
mer stenographer, was on the stand when 
court adjourned for the day. 


Dr. Evans Denounces Brown. 

When Dr. Evans was called to the witness: 
stand a thrill of eager anticipation ran 
through the courtroom. Mrs. Bradley leaned 
forward in her chair, and while the hypo- 
thetical question wae being propounded to 
the medical expert no other sound than Judge 
Powers’ voice was audible. 

Without an instant's hesitation, when the 
attorney ceased reading, Dr. Evans an- 
swered, referring to the time Mre. Bradley 
shot Brown: 

Jam of the opinion she was insane She 
Ww mot able to dietinguish between right 
and wrong and was not able to avoid the 
wrong and choose the right, as a sane person 
does. 

Dr. Evans’ recital of the reasons which led 
him to reach his conclusion was dramatic. 
He spoke with a feeling of the utmost sym- 
pathy for the defendant. He spoke of the 
hereditary taint in Mrs. Bradley's family; 
the blow on her head when she was a child; 
her attack of smallpox and pneumonia; her 
unhappy married life; the domination of 
Brown over her, and finally his complete 
possession of her. Referring to the several 
abortions which Mrs. Bradley had under- 
gone, Dr. Evans, speaking of Brown, said: 

And then, after all this, that man, by his 
own hand, destroyed the child he had be-

„These principles,” continued Dr. Evans, 
after the court's admonition, “affect the 
mind of a woman who aspires to be a mother 
and a wife, and when such conditions exist 
they are apt to upset the mental balance 
more than any other force that was brought 
into action, It is a recognized fact that she 
had thie disappointment, and in addition to 
that she had a positive infection and loss of 
blood time and time again. It is welt recog- 
nized that a loss of blood or anemia upsets 
the mind. She was subjected to the effect 

toxic agencies, and, going to the room of 
this man and seeing the letters that showed 
he had violated all obligations he had made 
to her, her mind could notwtand the strain.“ 


Brown’s Son on Stand. 


After the noen recess Max Brown, son of 
the late Senator Brown, was called by the 
government in rebuttal. He was quiet and 
dignified, and his effort to keep his eyes from 
Mrs. Bradley was apparent. Mrs. Bradley 
looked at him intently from the time he went 
to the stand. 

Max Brown said he first saw Mrs. Bradley 
m 1808 in St. Louis. He did not see her then 
much, but saw more of her in 1897 and 188 
at their home in Salt Lake City. In 1898 and 
1800 he saw her frequently at his father’s 
house. He said she appeared to come to see 
his mother. 

* The disclosure of his father’s relations with 
Mrs. Bradley, he said, came in 1901. In the 
tal of 1901, he said, his mother left the city 
and during her absence Mrs. Bradley was 
at their home. 

che witness also said he saw his father 
and Mrs. Bradley at the ranch. 

David H. Wenger, judge of the police court 
of Salt Lake City, testified to having known 
Mrs. Bradley for ten years, having met her 
in political campaigns. He said he refused to 
help Mrs. Bradley in her efforts to have 
Brown get a divorce from his wife. 


Why Money Was Rejected. 


Judge William H. King was recalled to 
the stand. He is the attorney at Salt Lake 
City who offered a money settlement to 
Mrs. Bradley to induce her to leave Mr. 
Brown. She refused this. On cross exam- 
ination he admitted that at the time he made 
the offer Mrs. Bradley declared she did not 
want money for herself, but only wanted 
Brown to marry her and give the children 
a name. 

James Rowen, who previously testified in 
the case, said that in 1906 he talked with 
Mrs. Bradley and she was perfectly ra- 
tional. 

A. H. Kelly of Salt Lake was recalled. 
He said that in all the time he knew Mrs. 
Bradley, which was several years, she ap- 
peared rational, pleasant, and affable. 

R. @. Livingston, stenographer for Brown 
at Salt Lake City, was on the stand when 
court adjourned for the day.

helped to scare the short interest. But 
from all that can be learned there will be 
a great many millions of securities offered 
on the market whenever it shows strength 
enough to absorb them. 

The premium on currency continued in 
New York, ranging from 1% to 2% per cent. 
In Chicago no transactions in currency were 
announced. Sturges & Co., who have been 
conducting such dealings, said there were 
neither bids nor offers. There are some 
transactions in New Tork exchange. The 
banks are becoming a little more free in pay- 
ment of currency. 


To Hold Up Steel Prices. 

It wilt be interesting to note developments 
in connect with a meeting of iron and 
steel officials held at the Waldorf when E. 
H. Gary, chairman of the United States 
— corporation, gave a dinner to these offi- 
clals, 

What happened there may be responsible 
for firmness in the steel corporation stocks. 
It is understood, since the dinner, that 
virtual agreement was reached to maintain 
the prices of the products of the steel com- 
panies. If this is to be carried out then 
there should not be such a great shrinkage 
in market values of the corporation stocks. 

But there is another feature which savors 
of restraint of trade. An agreement, gen- 
tlemen’s or otherwise, to maintain prices, 
comes close to being a trust ’’ proposition. 
Just at present President Roosevelt has been 
led to believe he should not prosecute for 
the time bel his plans for the regulation 
of trusts. He appears to have agreed that 
the steel corporation might take over the 
Tennessee Coal.and Iron company. Now, 
apparently, these same interests believe he 
will not interfere with an artificial holding 

prices. 


Subscriptions to Certificates. 

J. B. Forgan of the First National bank re- 
turned yesterday from Washingten. Mr. 
Förgan's mission was to learn definitely the 
terms on which the government expected 
the banks to subscribe for 8 per cent certifi- 
cates of indebtedness. The terms are pay- 
ment of 25 per cent to the treasury, and the 
crediting by the subscribing banks of 75 per 
cent of the purchase price to the government 
as a deposit subject to check. The local de- 
pository banks have subscribed for $2,500,000. 


Corn Products Refining. 


E. T. Bedford, president of the Corn Prod- 
ucts Refining company, states that the com- 
pany’s contention with Dr. Wiley, chief of 
the bureau of chemistry of the department of 
agriculture, is whether glucose or corn sirup 
is a proper name for the product, the com- 
pany claiming that corn sirup is more de- 
scriptive and in every way a proper title, 
that it has been used for thirty years; that its 
use has been sanctioned by most of the food 
commissioners of the various states, and 
in the state of Illinois it has been given a 
preference in law over the word glucose; that 
glucose ig not in any sense a descriptive 
name, and, as compared to corn sirup, is a 
misnomef; that so far back as 1884 the name 
corn sirup was employed in the United 
States government documents and reports: 
that since then it has been repeatedly and 
steadily employed, particularly in the cir- 
oulars of the secretary of agriculture, con- 
taining the promulgation of food definitions. 
Mr. Bedford says, further: 

The name corn sirup appeared as a 
synonym for glucose, and it is only in the 
later publication of 1906 that this was omit- 
ted. The Supreme court of the state of 
Michigan upheld the name corn sirup as a 
synonym for glucose. The title is recog- 
nized abroad: The most eminent authorities 
indorse, stating that corn sirup scientifically 
is a better title. 

All dealers know that glucose, while 
being a most healthful product, has been, as 
@ name, much misrepresented and got into 
bad repute, and this is one of our objections 
to our using that title aside from the fact 
that it does not give the consumer any in- 
formation as does corn sirup as to what he is 
buying and consuming. Corn sirup, in our 
opinion, is as much the proper title as is 
that of corn meal, or corn starch, which are 
household words. 

As far as our business is concerned, there 
is no deception practiced whatever. The 
cans are properly labeled corn sirup as fla- 
vored with cane sirup, the percentage of 
each product being plainly given.”’
